Captain, and he (Mr Hayllar}: had not the 
alightest doubt that on the afternoon of that 
day theré was no question of trapping present. 
to the-mind’ of any. ono ;-it wea not even 
suggested that there had. then been. He 


had himself not the slightest doubt that: 


at that time all thesé people acted with 
the. most perfect good faith, combining to 
do. the, best they could for the owners in 
not leaving the ship out of employment for 
a longer timethan was absolutely necessary. 
Up to that time there could not be a ques- 
tion as to the bona fides of either purty ; in 
the mind of any person no doubt as to 
Captain's bona Jides, a man of experience 
ten years as captain and six years in the 
same ship which was in itself a high charac- 
ter. Would Mr Holines, a well-known and 
trusted ship broker hero for many: years, 
have been a party to a thing of this kind, 
or Mr’ James, unless they had firmly ‘bo- 
Heved the captain was perfectly willing to 
put his name to the charter party? Thoso 
gentlemen were: acting tmder’ somewhat 
complicated conditions and they were doing 
their best forthe owner of the ship. When_ 
Macalister. & Co, had ‘communicated with 
Messrs Stevens & Co. here about this vessel 
for which they wanted cargo, they knew 
that tho charterers, the’. Singapore firm,

are business ; it won't bear 
much more.” In another they wrote :— 
‘There is very little profitunthia, We are 
forced to drive this as cheaply as we-can.” 
All these men (MiJunes, the Captain and 
Mr Holmes). had this before. their eyes. 
They .knew hoiy. important it was for the 
principals at Singapore that the vessel 
should not be left idle. Then, the Captain 
and Mr Junes knew that they were speci- 
ally instructed to see that ‘nothing the ship 
could earn should be lost because she was 
not, taken all in all, a paying speculation. 
They were appointed agent for that very 
purpose and expected to be paid, no doubt 
would be paid, for what they did, They had 
probably asa matter of business, toemploy a 
broker.” Thoy could not do the work them- 
selves. There’ would have been no call to 
keep a watch-dog if they ‘could have dunp all 
the barking themselves, Mercantile men 
had a sort of feeling however that in such a 
business as this-a bargain should not ba 
struck, the thing should not be closed, with- 
out their being first consulted in the matter, 
that it should not be closed suddenly or be- 
hind their back, But when power was given 
as full as appeared to have beon conferred on 
these agents and. on the captain in this 
matter it was not for Messrs Macalister to 
raine objections and ,throw their vepre- 
sentatives hero overboard; for what they 
were’ -doing virtually amounted to that, 
After having given the Captain and Mr 
James the power they did, it would never 


“l come within one’s speculation that they. 


would themselves ix the ship for Saigon, 
The difference between the temns offered 
here and thoso which the Macalisters 
wanted was not such as-would lead any 
reasonablo commorcial man to imagine that 
the business would be allowed to ‘fall 
through on account of it’simply. The agent 
had always a discretionary power in such 
cases, And the telegram,— Accept ; they 
finding stevedores and wharfage,”: simply 
meant ‘‘ Keep them on thehook” or ‘Do the 
best you can for us.” ‘The agents, ho held, 
were fully justified in accepting these terms 
under theirgeneral authority andsuch special 
instructions: They did not know, they had 
no means of knowing, they could not be- 
lieve, ‘in. face of that telegram, that the 
charterers had found employment for the 
ship elsewhere, Tho only telegram that 
would. have: been of the slightest. usv to 


“Offered so-and-so at Saigon, Don't close 
at lower corresponding rates,” or sometliin, 
of that kind.. But the telegram received 
was simply taken 1o mean what it meant on 
the face of it, —'‘Don’t throw away a chance, 
but get a little more monoy for us if you 
can.” Another point was about the tele- 
graphic. cable. It did not matter in the 
Blightest to his case whether the cable was 
cut or broken’; it wus clear beyond doubt 
that communication was not restored until 
after the time tv which it had been agreed 
tu keep the offeropen.” Whatever Mr James 
miglit have ‘said’ they hd it am plain as 
possible that the charter was not closed until 
just about four o’clock, The next point 
was with regard to the position of the Cap- 
tain in this case. They were ‘suing the 
Captain in his double capacity, ag an indi- 
vidual, and. as the nt of Messrs Mac- 
alister. The learned Counsel went into the 
‘Law at some length on this point. The facts 
with regard to Mr James getting the Cay 
tuin first te assent to, and then to formally 
confirm his action -were. plain and simple. 
To every case where a captain gave authori~ 
ty to an agent to enter into a charter party. 
he b- implication gave the agent power to 
arrange all details. In this case the Captain 
knew -all the: circumstances; ho. had’ seen 
tho ‘telegram and khew the powers Messra 
Stevens possessed and the authority he him- 
self held from the charterers .He con- 
curred with Mr James in thinking this offer. 
a good thing for the ship; and the contract 
was accordingly wade, en the contract 
had been concluded the telegram cume which 
nado it impossibly for it to be carried out. 
Mr James said, ' Macalister’s people-seem 
to misunderstand our position. ‘You are all 
right” (that is—there can be no doubt your 
instructions empower you to do as you did.)

“The 
Captain did-with so his eyes open.. It had 
been said that the Captain’s instructions, 
‘as.to consulting-Mesera Stevens as agents, 
only applied to: the: first. time:"he: cams tg 
Hongkong.

His learned 
friend had not shrunk from saying a great 
den]. about Mr James ;.on the other hand 
he (the learned Counsel) thought o great 
deal was made of the fact that the letter 
was presented to Captain Chester when 
he had come to say good bye, that he was 
busy at the time, and so on. If he had 


tain should have aaid so and the business 
could have been allowed to lie over. From 
the general lessons that were to be learned 
from tho conduct of a.business like that 
which Messrs Stevens & Co, conducted, one 
was that good fair-dealing charterers of a 
vessel were notin the habit of throwing 
over or leaving in the lurch their agonts or 
ship-captains when all did not go well with 
them and when specilations did not turn 
outprofitably, Sometimes in ventures which 
failed tu profitthoundertakers, and in which 
they had persistontly to press the necessity 
of strict econuny, thore might be some 
such thing ; but there was nothing in this 
case, nothing in his previous dealings with, 
the Macalisters, to induce Mr Jamea to sua- 
pect for a: moment that he would be left 
under any circumstances to bear the brant 
of an action brought by this Chinese firm 
for the nonfulfilment of .a contract, for 
which nonfulfilment; they themaclves, 
Messrs Macalister, were solely responsible. 
‘Tho course. he should. have advised to 
Mesars Macalister, hid he been their legal 
adviser, would. huve been to make some 
compensation to the Chinaman and. so get 
the Bargain off ;By this means they would 
have saved themselves, the captain, and 
thoir agents a. very great deal of. trouble, 
Of course Macalister & Co. must be taken 
to be honourable people ; it must be’ taken 
for granted that this contract: was. centered 
into with honourable people on both sides. 
He had not supposed for a moment that 
Messrs Macalister and Co. would not yay 
for the consequences of all this blundering ; 
they ‘would do sv, of course, when they 
believed and had good proof that the cap- 
tain had behaved badly towards them in 
the inatter. Als learned friend no doubt 
looked at the-whole. case through — the 
spectacles he had been instructed to use on 
this occasion ;_ the. spoctacles, he funcied, 
not so much of the captain as of Messrs 
Macaliator & Co. of Singapore. There was 
no doubt that thoy “inust have been very 
angry with the firm of Stevens & Co, here, 
anxious as they were for the practice of the 
stricteat economy on this losing vessel and 
disappointed at the ‘loss of business’ they 
had just experienced, and they might have 


the burden of this case upon the shoulders 
of one or other, or both of their agents, 
acting for them here in the matter. Tho. 
learned Counsel said he had gone a little 
outof:his way.to defend Mr James, be- 
cause he called Mr James asa witness. He 
put him in the position of being questioned 
and hia evidence criticised. .

General, who prefeces them with a fow 
terso and.tronchant remarks which we now 
quote, . After explaining that these. reports 
contain the results of an enquiry instituted 
to answer the question,—how many smokers 
does the foreign drug ‘supply 7—he oxplains* 
how the various reports have boon obtained 
and how they have been ¢lassified.
